A characterization of the National States Rights 
Party (NSPR) is contained in the Appendix of this report. 


I. ORGANIZATIONAL STRUCTURE 

A. Headquarters 

On February 4, 1969, SV- T-l advised that the national 
headquarters of the NSRP is located at 8 - 10 Montgomery Cross- 
roads, Savannah, Georgia. 

According to SV T-l, the staff consists of EDWARD R. 
FIELDS, NSRP Director and Editor of "The Thunderbolt”, the 
monthly NSRP newspaper? JESSE BENJAMIN STONER, NSRP Vice 
Chairman and attorney; two female clerical employees, as well 
as PETER XAVIER, an elderly nan who does most of the "jobs'* 
and lives on the premises; and a third female clerical employee 
also works fairly regularly on a part-time basis. Other part- 
time help is occasionally hired for special jobs such as large 
mailings.

SV T-l stated that NED DUPES of Knoxville, Tennessee, 
is involved in the issuance of cards to members, as well as 
issuance of charters to various chapters as they are established 
and distribution of "The Thunderbolt”. SV T-l decl ared tha t 
according to comments by STONER and FIELDS, neither 1 

nor DUPES have ever visited the national offices during the 
time they have been located in Savannah, Georgia.

SV T-l said that although XAVIER is listed as ”the 
treasurer”, it is apparently an honorary title since it is 
the understanding of SV T-l that only FIELDS and STONER 
exercise control over the finances of the organization. 


It is noted that SV T-2 advised on February 10, 

1969, that FIELDS and STONER are the only individual authorized 
to draw money from the bank accounts maintained by the organi- 
zation at the Liberty National Bank and Trust Company, Savannah, 
Georgia . 


C. National Membership 

According to SV T-i, on February 4, 1969, the current 
total membership of the NSRP on a national basis is a difficult 
figure to accurately estimate since it is unlikely that even 
the officers of the organization know the actual membership 
which varies constantly* 

However, SV T-l said that based on his own acquaint- 
ance with the organization, comments of officials of the group, 
as well as observations of NSRP activities, he would estimate 
the present active membership as about 150 individuals through- 
out the country. He noted that there are also about 2,500 
mail-type or correspondent- type members who joined the organi- 
zation by mail for an annual membership fee of $10,00, which 
fee also includes a year’s subscription to ”The Thunderbolt”. 
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According to SV T-l, there is a total figure of 
about 3,500 individuals who have a membership and contributor 
status in the organization. SV T-l identified a contributor 
as an individual who regularly, usually monthly, donates a 
sum of money to the organization. 

SV T-l .added that “The Thunderbolt" also has 
currently about 10,000 subscribers, which figure includes 
members and contributors. 

D. Objectives 

The NSRP membership application form, as reproduced 
in the December, 1968, issue of "The Thunderbolt", contains 
the following wording: 

"As a loyal White Christian American, I hereby apply 
for membership in the National States Rights Party, 

Upon my word of honor, I pledge my loyalty to this 
Party and its great principles and will never betray it. 

I believe in Christianity, the White Race and its 
Preservation throughout the world, Only White Christian 
Immigration, the Complete Separation of the Races to 
Preserve White Civilization, a Free White America, 

America First and American Patriotism, 

"I am against Jewish communism, monopoly, race- 
mixing and internationalism. 

"I believe that I can best serve my Race and 
Nation by becoming an active member of this great 
Party." 


On September 30, 1968, SV T-l advised that the national 
office had prepared for distribution to each new NSRP chapter, 
a charter form which contains among other things, the following 
wording: 


"... and all Party members are enjoined to 
valiantly preserve and persistently practice the 
great principles of this Party ; — Christian character, 
patriotism, honor, White supremacy, Americanism, Anti- 
Jewism and a dedicated active love for our great White 
race and its preservation, ever keeping in mind and 
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heart the lofty ideals and objects of this Party, 
a devoted loyalty to the National Chairman, a 
steadfast obedience to the Constitution of this Party, 
and active political .activity that will result in the 
Party being elected to local, state and national 
political power." 

"... Said Chapter and its members must be constantly 
on guard to protect the Party against all enemy spies, 
especially the agents and undercover agents of the 
Jew-controlled, race-mixing F.B.I." 

E, Publications 

As noted above, the NSRP publishes a monthly newspaper, 
’•The Thunderbolt”. 

According to SV T-3 on February 10, 1969, ••The Thunder- 
bolt" continues to publish articles almost predominantly anti- 
Jewish and anti-Negro. 

According to SV T-l on February 4, 1969, the NSRP 
also publishes monthly a “personal newsletter’* signed by 
EDWARD R. FIELDS and relating to certain announcements as well 
as comments on the news and requests contributions. SV T-l 
said that this newsletter is generally limited to contributors. 

It is noted that on November 23, 1968, SV T-l 
advised that the NSRP had announced in the newsletter pub- 
lished during November, 1968, that "The Thunderbolt’* had merged 
with "Imperial Nighthawk", described as a "pro-klan newspaper". 

SV T-l said the newspaper occasionally absorbs such publications 
usually because they are unable to survive financially.

the company prints monthly about 25, out) copies oi "me 
Thunderbolt" for the NSRP. 

F. National Finances 

On January 29, 1969, SV T-2 said that the NSRP con- 
tinued to maintain two separate checking accounts at the Liberty 
National Bank and Trust Company, Savannah, Georgia. He said 
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that one is under the name of the National Executive Committee 
of the NSRP, P, O, Box- 6263, 8 Montgomery Crossroads, Savannah, 
Georgia, ani the other is under the name of "The Thunderbolt", 
According to SV T-2, the authorized signatures for these 
accounts are J, B. STONER, Vice Chairman, or EDWARD R, FIELDS, 
Director, 


SV T-2 said he had on occasions personally observed 
the deposits made to these accounts, and he noticed that they 
almost invariably consisted of a collection of checks in ?5mall 
amounts from individuals throughout the country. He said the 
accounts usually maintain a balance of about $1,000 each 
although he understands that on a few occasions- during 1968, the 
balances were unable to cover checks written on them.

UNFIT BREED FASTER 


The less intelligent individuals breed more offspring than the more intelligent members of 
society. And, ,the most inferior face (the ,negro--a subhuman, cannibal, ugly, dull, odiferous 
•race) produces more offspring than the most superior race (Caucasian) . This overpopulation 
of the "unfit*' compared to the "fit" has caused the fall of past civilizations and threatens 
civilization’ today. (It may also be shown that this principle applies to other species in 
varying degrees. The "survivai-of-the-fittest" principle is erroneous-- each species tends to 
be "tolerant" of its defective members and the • "fit" are generally sacrificed in battle, 
etc. while the "unfit! 1 remain safe and- continue to breed. Eventually, the burden created by 
the numerous "unfit" causes the species .to decline or become extinct.) . 


\ 

NEGRO MAJORITY SOON 


; The negro family in the United States, (with its modern medical standards and "liberal" eco- 
nomic aid) produces an average of five offspring while the economizing and responsible 
Caucasian race restricts itself to an average of two offspring per family. At this rate of 
4 breeding, in 40 years the present ratio of 1 negro for every 10 Whites in the United States 

will be altered to '3 negroes for every 2 Whites. (The world population is 1/3 White and 

2/3 colored, but in .10 years with plenty of economic, and medical aid, it will be 4/5 colored 

and 1/5 White.) 


NEGRO BIRTH CONTROLS 


If the negro race is allowed to continue, "breeding like rats" in the United States, then our 
society will be destroyed. The following laws must be enacted immediately so as to control 
the dangerous negro birth rate: (1) The birth rate of negroes must be restricted to one or 
two offspring per family (this would allow the Caucasian to remain the majority in the Unit- 
ed States). Negro parents .who- exceed this allotment are to be sterilized along with the ex- 
cess offspring. (2) All negro producers (male and female) of illegitimate children are to 
be sterilized (over 60% of illegitimate children are produced by the present 10% negro mi- 
nority in the United States) . (3) All negroes who produce children while on aid programs 
(welfare, etc.) must be sterilized (approximately 50% of welfare costs for aid to dependent 
children (ADC) goes to negroes). (4) All negro criminals must be sterilized (they commit 50 
to 80% of the various crimes in the United States). (5) All mentally deficient (uneducable) 
negroes must be sterilized. These measures will allow the Caucasians to remain the majority 
in the United States; and help prevent the fall of , the American civilization by keeping the 
"unfit" at a numerical minimum. 


PROSPERITY OR CHAOS 


These controls must be continued even after those of negro blood in the United States are 
deported to Africa. All negroes and other non- Caucasians in the world must be regulated in 
their rate of offspring so as nqt to become a burden to Caucasian countries with world com- 
mitments. Negroes will be happier under such birth restrictions and when they reside ,in 
their own country. Support for negro-birth-rate-control and Deportation- to-Africa legisla- 
tion will prove beneficial to all. (Negroes will be guaranteed their basic needs in Africa- 
-the last land of great wealth and opportunities.) If the Negro Birth Rate Danger is not 
stopped, the result will be the destruction of the White Race.

The N.A.A.C.P. was 
founded by Joel* Splngam, Arthur's brother, who organized the first 
regiment of Negro army officers during World War I. Arthur Splagarn 
has been leader of the N.A.A.C.P since 1939 the year Joel Splngam 
died. Jews have always led the N.A.A.C.P. On Jan. 24th, 1961 Jewish 
Judge Irving R. Kaufman ruled Illegal any attempt to prevent Race-

CHICAGO PEACE MOBILIZATION 
RALLY, APRIL 5, 1969 


On March 26, 1969, CG T-l advised that the 
Student Mobilization Committee (SMC) , the Veterans for 
Peace (VFP) and a women's peace organization on Chicago's 
North Side, called the North Shore Women for Peace (NSWP) , 
were sponsoring a meeting to be held at the North Shore 
Unitarian Church, Deerfield, Illinois, on March 29, 1969. 
■The purpose, of this meeting was to build support for the 
April 5 demonstration. A film regarding Viet Nam was to 
be shown. 


CG T-2 who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on January 5, 1967,* that the SMC 
in Chicago, was established at a National Students Strike 
for Peace- Conference held at the. University of Chicago, 
December 28, - 30, 1966. CG T-2 added that about half 
of the delegates attending~this conference were members 
or collaborators of the Socialist Workers Party (SWP) , 

YSA, Communist Party (CP), and the W.E.B. Du Bois Clubs 
of America (DCA). 

SWP has been designated pursuant to Executive 
Order 10450 . 

A characterization of the DCA is set forth in 
the attached appendix .pages. 

CG T-3 , who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on September 16, 1963, fchat the 
SJJC is composed of young people, primarily of college age, 
and members of the YSA interested in 'protesting* the United 
States policy in Viet Nam. The Committee is an outgrowth 
of the. Spring Mobilization Committee to End the War in 
Viet Nam (SMCEWV) , which sponsored large anti-?war a demon- 
strations throughout the qountry on April 15, 1967. 

The United States House of Representatives 
Committee on Un-Amefican activities in a report dated 
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March 31, 1967, stated that the SMCEWV and the April 15, 
1967 anti-war demonstration were Communist inspired and 
dominated. 


CG T-4, who has furnished reliable information 
in the past, advised on January 7, 1968, that the Veterans 
for Peace (VFP) , is ah organization composed of veterans 
who have adopted a policy against United States .participation 
in the war in Viet Nam. 

CG T-5, an agency in the Chicago area which con- 
ducts intelligence type investigations, advised that 50 
to 65 people were present at the meeting held in the 
Unitarian Church in Deerfield, Illinois, on March 29, 1969. 
The primary purpose of the meeting was to get support 
for the April 5, demonstration in Chicago. During the 
meeting, a movie? was shown regarding protest activity in 
the California area. 

The Chicago ”Sun Times,” a daily Chicago news- 
paper, in its edition of March 29, 1969, page 27, column 
7, carried a letter to the editor bearing the name of 
Maxwell Primack, Co-Chairman, Chicago Peace Council (CPC). 
Primack's letter stated that there had been a great deal 
of confusion over the nature of the April 5 peace demon- 
stration in Chicago. Primack ? s letter read, ” I wish to 
make it clear that it ip bur intention to hold. a peaceful 
demonstration.” The letter further stated that Primack 
intended to march with his wife and four children in the 
parade and it was the hope of the Chicago Peace Council 
that all people participate who are concerned .about the 
continuation of the war in Viet Nam, the anti-ballistic 
missile system and the neglect of America *s real problems 
and the growing mood of repression.

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5-6, 1969. Days off for Chicago policemen were cancelled 
from Thursday through Sunday and in addition,’ a special 
force of about 500 policemen will police the scheduled 
April 5, 1969 anti-war march. Conlisk said he cancelled 
the days off to avert, possible violence, in connection 
with the first anniversary ,' Friday , of the assassination 
of Dr. Martin Luther King, Jr. Conlisk stated the.

American signs are displayed they will attack the marchers, 
hoping that several of their members will be arrested 
in order to gain publicity.

CG Tt 8 ^hp has furnished reliable information 
in the past , advised, that a group of right-wing activists
